but isn’t doing much more, about 
the hundreds and perhaps thousands 
of small and large plants which may 
be forced to close down because of 
s h o r t a g e s in materials caused by the 
defense drain. 
Such shutdowns, of course, would 
l e a v e many jobless even if the work­ 
ers could transfer to defense produc­ 
tion. Transitions 
always 
lag, 
and 
in many eases employees 
are 
not 
trained or equipped to do the kind 
cd work required in a defense plant. 
The situation 
is 
pressing, 
and 
threatens to become more so. There 
is a present shortage in the case of 
many metals because defense pro­ 
duction alone takes huge chunks of 
the metal available. 
Scores of factory managers have 
anticipated such 
situation. 
They 
have turned to substitutes for ma­ 
terials which are scarce. But the di­ 
rection in which they can turn is 
being drastically limited. 
A short while ago, many users of

Now' that the 
people have got their hands in the 
Federal Treasury they will not take 
them out voluntarily. 
The more Federal money a Con­ 
gressman can get the more popular 
he is. Lyndon Johnson 
would 
not 
have had a ghost of a chance for the 
Senate hut for the belief of the peo­ 
ple that he has the support of tho 
President and can get more Federal 
money for Texas. These 
doles

handouts by 
the government 
have 
sapped the moral fiber of the people 
and this Republic will go just like 
Rome went, war or no war.

If the people 
are driven too far, they will be 
forced to demand a government dic­ 
tatorship that will end labor dictator­ 
ship.

Railroads in 1910 spent in Texas 
a total of $90,875,589 for materials 
and supplies of all kinds 
and 
for 
wages of railroad employees. 
This 
total does riot include taxes paid by 
the railroads to state and local gov­ 
ernments in Texas, for which 
1940 
figures are not 
available. 
In 
the 
year 1939, however, such taxes to­ 
oled $6,483,733. 
The stimulating 
effect of these expenditures is felt 
hroughout the state because of the 
vide distribution of 
railroad 
wage 
payments, and the fact that supplies 
md materials were purchased in ap­ 
proximately 603 localities in Texas. 
Railway purchases in Texas in 1940 
totaled $15,650,630 of which $15,- 
567,803 was expended for fuel, m a­ 
terials and supplies and $82,827 for 
the purchase of new equipment. 
In 
addition, the railroads paid $75,224,- 
959 in 1910 in wages to employees 
located in that state, the total num­ 
ber of .such employees in July, 1940, 
having been 44,600. 
The number of 
employees represents the total num­ 
ber receiving pay in July, some of 
whom, however, only worked a part 
of 
the 
month. 
Average 
wages, 
therefore, cannot be calculated from 
these figures. 


Texas eggs are in increasing de­ 
mand as April shipments 
to

states almost doubled those of a year 
e»'o, the University of Texas Bureau 
of Business Research reports. 
In­ 
terstate shipments in April number­ 
ed 224 cars, compared to 117 a year 
earlier.
